That the Bolsheviki at Petrograd 
has 
declared war on the 
United 
States, or has at least proclaimed a 
state of defense, is one of the out­ 
standing features of the news of the 
day. 
For the past two weeks va­ 
rious correspondents have sent 
out 
this information which has been par­ 
tially confirmed by official 
advices 
from U. S. Consul Robert W. Imbric, 
The action of the Bolsheviki may 
prove «lightly disquieting to Ameri­ 
cans, especially to those who have 
labored under the delusion that the 
Lenine-Trotaky 
government 
was a 
separate and independent affair not 
directly 
controlled 
by 
Germany. 
There 4s no reason, 
however, 
for 
*any genuine alarm, for Russia is 
out of the war to stay except as its 
factions align themselves with the 
entente or the central powers and 
aid and abet the cause they espouse 
in various minor ways. 
The Bolsheviki leaders, 
at 
best, 
are but German tools, bought 
with 
German gold, doing the bidding of 
German masters. 
While ostensibly 
advocating “peace without indemni­ 
ties or annexations,1 they have ab­ 
jectly surrendered to barbarian con­ 
querors and have betrayed the land 
of their birth. This servile, acquies­ 
cence in the plans of the Berlin for- 
I eign office bus brought Lenine and 
j Trotsky into disrepute at home, and

Tell them that I enjoy 
1his work thoroughly and expect to 
i continue to give the “Y” the best 
service of which I am capable, for it 
is a great force in winning the war 
and setting right ideals and stand­ 
ards before the men, as well as being 
the nearest home of
